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BIG DEVELOPMENTS OCCUR 
IN CANADIAN PAPER TRADE 


Laurentide Company Places Million Dollar Order 
with Domonion Bridge Company for Two News 
Print Machines—Wayagamack Pulp and Paper 
Company Places Orders for Nearly a Million 
Dollars’ Worth of New Machinery with Bentley 
& Jackson, of England—Abitibi Company to Have 
Largest News Print Machinery in the World. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonrreaL, Que., October 6, 1919—The past week has been 
notable for announcements of big developments on the part 
of pulp and paper companies here, providing for the expan- 
sion of the industry. The most noteworthy is the news that 
the Laurentide Company has placed a million dollar order 
with the Dominion Bridge Company, of Montreal, for two 
news print machines. This means that the capacity of the 
Laurentide plant, at Grand Mere, now producing 420,000 
pounds of news print per day, will be increased by about 
two-thirds. The announcement is also notable for the fact 
that it means the inauguration of the manufacture of paper- 
making machines in Canada. 

The Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company has placed an 
order with Bentley & Jackson, in England, for nearly a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of new machinery, and when this is 
installed the production of glazed Kraft paper will be 
increased 40 to 50 tons a day. 

The Howard Smith Paper Mills will shortly have their 
second machine in operation at Beauharnois. The Nashwaak 
Pulp and Paper Company has installed a chemical laboratory 
at the mills at St. John, N. B. 


Kipawa Mills Rapidly Proceeding 


Construction of the Riordon Company’s Kipawa Mill, at 
Temiskaming, is proceeding rapidly. Most of the company’s 
construction, with the exception of the bleaching plant, is 
nearly completed and machinery is being installed. The 
power house and power development is practically complete, 
and should be in full operation in a few week’s time. Con- 
struction has made such rapid progress that it is understood 


that the Kipawa Mill will be turning out 30,000 tons of 
bleached sulphite pulp per annum, beginning early in the 
new year. It is understood that the current year’s earnings 
of the Riordon Company, including the interest charges on 
the company’s large investment of approximately $4,000,000 
in the Kipawa Mill, which is as yet non-productive, are 
approximately the same as the company’s earnings for the 
past year, 


Abitibi to Have World’s Largest Machinery. 

A Montreal party, consisting of President Anson, Vice- 
President Shirley Ogilvie, Sir Thomas Tait, George Challes, 
D. A. Black, F. K. George, directors, and Secretary L. R. 
Wilson of Abitibi Power and Paper Company, with Sir 
Henry Egan, of Toronto, and Geo. F. Hardy, construction 
engineer, of New York, has just completed a detailed inspec- 
tion of the company’s properties and plant. Later they held 
a special meeting of the Board of Directors, passing the fol-

with which the operations of the company are being con- 
ducted, also the good work being done and the zeal displayed in 
the company’s interest by all employees.” 

The inspection made by the visitors was most thorough 
and complete. 
which all operations are being co-ordinated scientifically on 
the new system of control, enabling the foreman to learn at 
once the constancy and consistency of the flow of his product, 
and the general standard of efficiency prevailing throughout 
the plant. This was more forcefully impressed upon them by 
the fact that the plant is now producing over 235 tons of 
paper daily, and has in addition a substantial surplus of sul- 
phite and ground wood pulp to dispose of commercially. 

The additional mill buildings, now under construction, pro- 
vide for the installation of additional news print machines, 
232 inches wide, the largest in the world, which, when run- 
ning, will bring the total capacity of the mill up to about 
450 tons per day. A large portion of this machinery is 
already delivered on the grounds. 

From its inception the company has made it an object to 
provide its employees with the best possible living conditions, 
With this end in view, the town of Iroquois Falls has been 
planned and laid out, and is now being developed. All dwel- 
lings are provided with hot air furnaces, sewerage connec- 
tions, hot-and cold water and electric lights, and surrounded 
by large garden space. 

Newfoundland Developments 


Important negotiations, of which I am not at liberty to 
give particulars, are now proceeding between Canadian pulp 
and paper men and American capitalists, with the object of 
establishing a huge new pulp and paper enterprise in New- 
foundland that will rival the Harmsworth enterprise. 

Mattagami Mills Construction 

The third digester at the plant of the Mattagami Pulp and 
Paper Company, Smooth Rock Falls, Ont., is now com- 
pleted, and a new drying machine will be installed in the near 
future, when the digester will be put in operation. The com- 
pany is turning out about ninety tons a day of unbleached 
sulphite and making heavy shipments. 


A New Labrador Concern 

Capt. Daniel Owen, who has just returned from an explo- 
ration by aeroplane, is to be president of a company formed 
to develop the pulp areas he discovered. The capital will be 
$10,000,000. Capt. Owen, before going on active service, prac- 
ticed law in Annapolis. A large banking syndicate, headed 
by the Greene interests, is said to be behind this project. In 
speaking of the Labrador Pulp Company, Capt. Owen said 
that this was unquestionably one of the finest pulp properties 
in the world, for not only are the million and a half acres 
owned by the company exceptionally heavily covered with 
spruce, but the property is magnificently watered. 


Whalen Company’s Progress 

Under the management of Sir George Bury and Mr. Hen- 
ning Heline, the operations of the Whalen Company are 
making most satisfactory progress, says the “Investment 
Items” of the Royal Securities Corporation. A number of 
changes are gradually being made in the company’s method 
of operation, looking towards economy in the costs and con- 
sequently increased profits on the company’s operation. For 
the week ending August 30, production of bleached and 
unbleached sulphite pulp amounted to approximately 1,000 
tons, which is at the rate of 52,000 tons per annum. The 
company had on hand orders at profitable prices for approxi- 
mately 9,000 tons of its product, of which one-half is sched- 
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uled for shipment in September. Shipments for the week 
ending August 30 amounted to approximately 2,300 tons. It 
is felt that the result of this year’s operation of the Whalen 
Company will be most gratifying to the holders of the com- 
pany’s securities.

News Print Prices Argued 

A hearing on the appeal of the United States Attorney- 
General in the controversy over the price of news print paper 
was held October 6 in the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals in the Federal building before Judges Henry C. 
Ward, Charles M. Hough, Henry Wade Rogers and Martin 
T. Manton, who reserved decision. George W. Wickersham, 
former Attorney-General, appeared for the publishers and 
Henry A. Wise represented the manufacturers. 

Mr. Wise asserted that the prices now in force were 
entirely inadequate and that the prevailing market prices for 
newsprint were all the way from $5.50 to $6.00. In the event 
of a decision to restore the price of $3.50, he said, the manu- 
facturers would be unable to realize the profit which had been 
named by the court. The cost of labor and freight, said Mr. 
Wise, have gone up during the war. Because of this the con- 
cerns he represented, the International Paper Company and 
the Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills, Ltd., controlling 
65 per cent. of the paper used in this country, had suffered the 
most. 

Mr. Wickersham referred to reports received from Canada 
showing that the cost of manufacture had decreased rather 
than increased. He asked that these reports be verified, and 
promised that the publishers would pay all or part of the 
expenses involved in the event the government had no funds 
to meet the items. 

He contended that Mr. Wise’s argument was predicated on 
conditions in force in only two of the paper companies, and 
that the other companies also should be heard.

THIRTY YEARS OF SUCCESS 


Concern Founded in 1889 by Eugene J. Stillwell, 
President of the Company, Has Been Continually 
Successful Ever Since—Now Occupies an Envi- 
able Position Among the Business Concerns of 
the Northwest—Three of Employees Who Started 
With Mr. Stillwell Still With Firm—Company 


Now Employs One Hundred Thirty-five Persons. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 6, 1919.—The Minneapolis Paper 
Company on October 2 celebrated its thirtieth anniversary and 
in this connection the following interesting history of the firm 
was printed in the Daily News: 

Consistency in methods, 
and general business integrity, covering a period of more than 
a quarter of a century have combined to place the Minneapolis 
Paper Company in an exalted position among business institu- 
tions of the Northwest. 

From the date of its inception in 1889, the Minneapolis paper 
concern has experienced an increase in business, although the 
present high plane in the business world was attained only by 
hard, consistent work on the part of the officials, and not hy 
any meteoric rise. 

Eugene T. Stillwell moved to the Twin Cities from a small 
town near Milwaukee in 1852. He was educated in common 
and high schools and employed in mercantile business until 1873 
and upon application was given a position as shipping clerk with 
Averill, Russell & Carpenter, located at Third street near the 
Wabasha street bridge, St. Paul. 


business faithfulness of employees 


Labor Brings a Reward 


For sixteen years he labored industrially for the St. Paul con- 
cern, which grew steadily. In each of two reorganizations which 
took place, Mr. Stillwell was favored with promotions and by 
steps, he ascended from a humble shipping clerk to the com> 
pany’s most valued salesman. During his period of promotions, 
he learned the business from every angle and, having fitted 
himself for something better, in 1889 he launched the Minneapolis 
Paper Company. 

Minneapolis’ growing population and business promise 
prompted him to select this city as a home for the new organi- 
zation and accordingly, a three-story building, facing on Henne- 
pin and Nicollet avenues, near Second street, was leased. This 
building, together with the old city hall and other structures, 
was razed to make way for the Gateway park. 

Staff Consists of Four Persons 

With a determination to grow with the city, the new concern 
launched a city business, employing four persons in addition to 
Mr. Stillwell, who was the working representative of the com- 
pany. To-day, after thirty years of business, three of those 
four employees who cast their lot with the new enterprise con- 
tinue with the concern. 

Louis T. Perry, Donald A. McIntosh and W. J. Plank make 
up the trio of pioneer employees and éach of the three played 
an important role in producing the gradual increase in the busi- 
ness. Mr. Perry started as an office boy in knee trousers. Both 
Mr. McIntosh and Mr. Plank had passed the office boy stage 
when the firm was launched, but both were young in business 
at that time and according to Mr. Stillwell, their keen interest 
and adaptability have figured materially in the success of the 
business. 

When the company was launched, Mr. Stillwell was chosen 
president and secretary. Success came almost immediately, and 





after a few months of hard work, the sales force was increased 
and added stock purchased. Incidentally, a country business 
was worked up and from time to time a new territorial sales- 
man was sent out. 

Take New Quarters 

In 1894 the company removed to a new building which had 
been erected for it at First avenue north, between Washington 
and Third streets. This building was a five-story structure with 
a full basement and although there was ample room for stock 
during the first few years, the accommodations were soon too 
small and outside storage was arranged for. 

Business activity of the company was halted temporarily in 
1902 when its First avenue north home was completely destroyed 
by fire, but once out of the ruins a new start was made—this 
time at Second avenue north and Second street. Business soon 
returned to normal after the temporary quarters were taken and 
for nearly three years the sales increased. 

In 1904 plans were drawn for the proposed new home at 
Fourth Fifth street and 
manifested by builders and the public in general when it became 
known that the new building, a five-story structure with full 
basement, was to be of concrete construction. Up to that time 
there had been only one concrete building erected in Minneapolis 
and that was located out of the business zone.

Capital Stock Increased 

Mr. Stillwell brought about a rearrangement of the firm. Visit- 
ing throughout the East where concrete buildings were in course 
of construction, at Cincinnati he was shown a building similar 
to that planned by his architect, which sufficed to convince him 
of its practicability. The work of construction, considered by 
many to be experimental; progressed and in 1905 the paper con- 
cern occupied the new building. The reorganization resulted in 
the choice of L. R. Boswell as vice-president and W. E. Swart- 
wood secretary. 

Mr. Boswell had entered the employ of the Minneapolis Paper 
Company in 1897, his first duties being those of junior clerk on 
the city desk. Mr. Swartwood, the secretary, was reared at 
Fairibault and came to Minneapolis and into the employ of Mr. 
Stillwell’s concern in February, 1894. His early duties were 
those of accountant and he won his way up the ladder, until he 
became a member of the corporation. 

To-day there are 135 persons employed by the Minneapolis 
Paper Company, and besides, there is a fleet of seven heavy trucks 
and thirty-five other automobiles used in carrying on the busi-

A conference of all the lumbermen in the State of New 
York will be held at Albany October 27 and 28, in accord- 
ance with the plans of the forestry division of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, to enable the government to get a fair 
estimate on the lumber valuation of the state, for the pur- 
pose of taxation.

It is curious to observe in all the publications that have any 
relation to paper making the campaign in favor of a more and 
more general use of esparto pulp. 

It is asserted that this pulp with its silky fibres should be a 
cure-all to save the French paper manufacture from the danger, 
more or less real, to which it is exposed by: the dearth of native 
French raw materials and by the exacting conditions of foreign 
producers of pulp. As to the praises and the advantages ascribed 
to esparto pulp, there is a portion of truth, but there is a portion 
of exaggeration, too, exaggeration inherent in the nature of its 
origin, and even in the elements of the different technical investi- 
gations of the subject. . 

We have had rather too much of the opinions of great scien- 
tific authorities, of doctors of chemistry, etc., though we are 
far from complaining of these—in fact, we laud their initiative 
and congratulate them upon the persevering efforts which they 
make to illumine the minds of the hesitating and bring them to 
a disposition to accept innovations which, indeed, may render 
great services to our industry. But there is an important factor 
of an essentially practical kind which has never been taken into 
account sufficiently, and to which we think it of the highest inter- 
est to draw attention. Paradoxical though it may be, we can 
affirm that it is the omission of this detail which has led in part 
to the exaggeration of which we have spoken, and which we 
now wish to disentangle. 


A Fine Chemical Pulp 


In the first place what is understood by esparto pulp? Pass- 
ing over the origin of the pulp itself, we want to say very dis- 
tinctly that it is an exceptionally fine and beautiful chemical 
pulp, unique of its kind in many ways. The sole preparation of 
esparto pulp known and appreciated to-day is the result of a 
whole series of operations, which consist in assuring a complete 
separation of encrusting substances by’means of alkaline liquors, 
a special disintegration or rather defibering, and finally the ordi- 
nary bleaching with calcium hypochlorite. 

Prepared under such conditions, without regarding its cost, 
esparto pulp, when bleached and white, has been considered the 
queen of pulp furnishes; and, in fact, from this point of view 
it is perfect, as it fulfills admirably the property of furnishing 
the sheet, of giving it elasticity, opacity, feel, solidity, velvety 
handle, and finally homogeneous surfaces, a fine grain, which 
takes in a marvellous manner the most delicate printings. 

These, in our opinion, are the reasons why a paper maker 
should seriously contemplate at present the use of esparto pulp. 
Does this mean that it is merely a pulp for furnishing paper? 
Not at all: it would be incorrect to say so, because we can very 
well manufacture certain grades of paper from pure esparto 
pulp, as, in other cases, we can make other sorts from pure cot- 
ton pulp or from remanufactured old papers. But it is requisite 
to distinguish carefully between this type of manufacture (of lit- 
tle importance in other respects), and other sorts, because paper 
of pure esparto is a specialty, a paper from which we require 
no strength, while we do require of it all those qualities men- 
tioned in the paragraph above.

The preparation of an esparto pulp, in such a. case, calls for 
process of very carefully graded pulping and one sufficiently pro- 
longed to give density and cohesion to the refined pulp, which 
will lose a considerable amount of filamentous fibres on the dry-

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progress of manufacture. In reality, if we consider impartially 
this small production of pure esparto paper, we should contem- 
plate the use of this pulp as a material for mixture with other 
and stronger pulps in the composition of papers. We intend by 
this to establish clearly the eventual necessity of introducing 
measured quantities of esparto pulp into the furnish, from 10 
to 80 per cent, mixed with other pulps, according to the grade 
of paper to be manufactured, that is, a grade whose properties 
demand the use of esparto. We, therefore, emphasize above all 
other considerations the part that esparto takes by virtue of its 
properties as a pulp which gives finish and not strength to the 
sheet, since its fibres are delicate, elastic, slender, soft and 
In short, esparto pulp is marked by its qualities and 
properties as radically different from the qualities and proper- 
ties of chemical straw pulp—also a variety of furnishing pulp, 
which gives hardness or toughness, the cardboard effects, and 
a high degree of transparency.

Difference Between French and English 


We are most anxious to convince paper makers as to the 
nature of esparto pulp. In a great number of cases it is the 
sole pulp which may be used as a safe substitute, a help as 
a raw material, which we may introduce into paper making 
in restricted amounts, to correct the known faults of other 
pulps, or profit by the valuable finishing effects due to its 
characteristic qualities. We should also like to draw atten- 
tion to the difference existing between English esparto papers 
and those coming from our mills in general. On the one 
hand there is a variety of English paper specialties, which 
are in current use among manufacturers, 
established variety whose sale is easy.

On the other hand 
there is a whole series of new grades of papers which our 
like to and launch into 
merce in the hope of obtaining higher prices than those paid

manufacturers would create com- 
for foreign competitors. 

There is a stumbling-block, a difficult situation, which we 
will point out to all those whom the commercial question 
interests; it is one that should interest mill superintendents 
and it deserves to-day more than formerly, the intervention 
of the authorities upon whom depends the restoration and 
the prosperity of our national industry of paper making. Of 
all the numerous grades of manufacture which we have been 
busy making for many years, and which include all known 
types of esparto paper, water marks, fine laid papers, Bible 
paper, etc., the selling price has never permitted us to com- 
pete advantageously with the producers across the cnannel, 
who, nevertheless, had to pay a duty of 11 francs. 


Consumption Limited for Long Time 


We think that the total consumption of esparto pulp will 
be limited for a long time, and will remain equal to that of 
bleached straw pulp. We fail to see the possibility of an 
important development of its use except through perfecting 
the making of the pulp itself. We know, indeed, that it is 
possible to give to esparto pulp qualities hitherto unsus- 
pected, and we are actually working to put into effect a pro- 
cess which inspires the greatest hopes. '

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Percentage of Recovery of Sulphate 


Question No. 2461: Will you kindly put in the department 
for questions and answers the following: 

In a sulphate mill what is meant by percentage of recovery and 
how is it determined? 

Answer No. 2461: The percentage of recovery in a sulphate 
mill refers to the amount of chemicals recovered after a batch 
of wood has been cooked, and which is, to be used over again in 
the succeeding cooks. 

Below is a slightly condensed report on the “Process of Re- 
covery of Sulphate Pulp,” by the Committee on Sulphate Pulp 
of the Technical Association of the Pulp and Paper Industry: 

The Recovery Process: The black liquor contains approxi- 
mately 50 per cent by weight of the original wood, largely in 
the form of complex organic acids such as saccharic, mucic, etc., 
and it is to be hoped that some day this organic material will 
find a commercial application. The black liquor, holding in solu- 
tion any umconsumed alkali, sodium sulphate which may be pres- 
ent from the incomplete reduction in the smelter, and the sodium 
salts of the various complex organic acids produced during the 
cook, is concentrated by means of any of the well known types 
of multiple effect evaporators. These 


evaporators should be 


carefully selected not only as regards their evaporative efficiency , 


but also as regards their ability to evaporate black liquors with- 
out undue foaming and priming during evaporation. Fine fibers 
in the black liquor have a tendency to cause foaming so that in 
some mills the black liquor is filtered before going to the evap- 
orator. 

The liquor from the evaporator may be sufficiently concen- 
trated to pass directly to the revolving rotary incinerator or, as 
is generally the case, the partly concentrated liquor is further 
concentrated by passing through some type of disc evaporator 
The 
concentrated liquor now flows into the rotary where further 
water and some organic matter is distilled from it. The liquor 
flows from the disk evaporator into the back part of the rotary, 
and undergoes in its passage to the front of the rotary further 
concentration and the preliminary stages of carbonization and de- 
structive distillation. These rotaries, if of the short type, are 
lined with fire brick, while if of the long type the back of the 
rotary is unlined. 

The clinker, or black ash, is discharged at the front of the 
rotary, and thrown to one side by the scrapers, where it is mixed 
with the necessary salt cake to replace the alkali lost during the 
cycle. 

The proper upkeep of the smelters offers many difficulties, 
especially in regard to a proper lining material to resist the heat 
and fluxing action of the alkali. Fire brick, magnesia, chrome, 
and soapstone linings have been used. 

The black ash produced from pulping very resinous woods 
contains sufficient tars and pitches to supply practically all the 
heat required in the smelter. If this is not the case, additional

In the smelter the sodium salts of the 
complex organic acids are burned to sodium carbonate while 
the salt cake introduced to make up the alkali lost in the system 


is reduced to sodium sulphide. The loss of alkali in the cycle, 
which is made up at this point by the addition of sodium sul- 
phate, occurs mainly at the following points: 

1. Loss of alkali by improper washing of the pulp. 

2. Loss of alkali by improper leaching of the lime sludge 
after the causticizing process. 

3. Loss of alkali by improper smelting. 

4. Reoxidation of sodium sulphide to sodium sulphate. 

The losses under heading 3 may be mechanical, as, for exam- 
ple, in the form of fine dust, carried away by too high an air 
blast. 

It is, of course, impossible to avoid having some sodium sul- 
phate in the cooking liquor, as not only is it impossible to have 
absolute reduction in the smelter, but sodium sulphide reoxidizes 
in solution to sulphite and sulphate. 

To speak of the kraft process as a sulphate process implies 
that sodium sulphate has active pulping properties which is not 
the case, as during the cook it is absolutely inert. A high per- 
centage of sodium sulphate in the cooking liquor is to be avoided 
and its presenece indicates improper chemical control. <A possible 
economy that suggests itself at this point is the substitution of 
nitre cake for the more expensive salt cake. 

In a well operated sulphate mill such recovery should be ap- 
proximately 85 per cent. The molten alkali, consisting mainly 
of sodium carbonate and sodium sulphide, overflows from the 
hearth of the smelter into the smelter tank containing weak 
liquor obtained from the washing of the lime sludge from the 
causticizing department. The smelter liquor, when of sufficient 
strength, is pumped to the causticizing tanks and causticized in 
the usual manner by means of lime. The causticizing of sodium 
carbonate by lime is a reversible reaction and the percentage con- 
version of carbonate to caustic is controlled not only by the time 
of boiling but more decidedly by the concentration of the alkali. 
For economical causticization the limit of concentration of alkali 
is approximately 10 per cent or 100 grams per liter. After the 
settling of the lime sludge the caustic liquor is drained off to the 
storage tank by means of a swing pipe and is pumped to the 
white liquor tank while the lime sludge is washed to recover 
alkali in the ordinary way. There are two possible innovations 
at this point that suggest themselves. 

First, to use a Dorr thickener to wash out the soluble alkali, 
from the lime sludge instead of the slower process of agitation, 
settling, and decantation. Secondly, to dry and calcine the lime 
sludge in a rotary incinerator similar to a cement calciner. This 
would reduce the necessary washing of the lime sludge‘as the 
alkali would become available on using the lime for causticizating 
the smelter liquor. 

The white liquor now contains caustic soda, sodium sulphide,

A cooking liquor with a ratio of 7 of NaO H to 4 Na.S has 
yielded good results, though probably a lower ratio of sulphide 
would be just as satisfactory and cheapen the cost of the pro-

phides and sodium thiosulphate react during the cook similar to 
equivalent amounts of sodium sulphide. Laboratory experiments 
have shown that it is possible to replace sodium sulphide by 
sodium thiosulphate and produce a satisfactory sulphate pulp. 
Sodium carbonate is practically inert and its presence in large 
amount in the cooking liquor indicates improper causticization. 
The proper handling of the black liquors through the recovery 
process, in order to secure a high percentage of recovery requires 
careful chemical control. 

The white liquor is prepared of such strength that it requires 
dilution before using in the digester and such dilution is usually 
done -by the addition of black liquor to the digester to make up 
the required liquor volume. The necessary volume of white and 
black liquor to be added to the digester can best be controlled by 
calibrating the tanks, and by means of a float the requisite num- 
ber of inches and, therefore, of gallons of white and black liquor 
can be added. The black liquor will average about 5 to 10 per 
cent causticity as shown by the free alkali titration after pre- 
cipitation by barium chloride in comparison with the total alkali. 

The concentration of the cooking liquor in grams per liter of 
the two active constituents, viz, NaO H and Na.S and the total 
amount of each required per unit weight of wood varies in dif- 
ferent localities and depends largely upon the nature of the wood 
to be pulped. In general, the cooking liquor will show a concen- 
tration of from 40 to 65 grams per liter of caustic soda, and a 
concentration of from 15 to 40 grams per liter of sodium sul- 
phide, while the total amount of mixed NaO H and NaS will 
vary from 16 to 23 pounds per 100 pounds of bone dry wood 
pulped.

KaLAMAzoo, Micu., October 6, 1919.—Following the recent 
walkout of the day laborers and women workers of the Bry- 
ant Paper Company in an effort to secure a Saturday after- 
noon half holiday with pay, Kalamazoo Local No. 103, Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill Work- 
ers has been formed. This is aimed to include paper mill 
workers not numbered in the ranks of the International 
Brotherhood of Papermakers. There are between 2,500 and 
3,000 papermill employees in the Kalamazoo river valley dis- 
trict eligible to membership in the first-named organization. 

In connection with the recent slight disturbance, officials 
of the Bryant Paper Company have expressed themselves as 
absolutely satisfied with their dealings with the International 
Brotherhood of Papermakers. ‘‘We have had no misunder- 
standings whatever,” said one of the executive force. “Since 
we signed the labor agreement, our union workers have 
shown the finest spirit of loyalty toward the company and 
an interest in the company’s success. There has never been 
the slightest intimation of any move to violate the terms of 
this contract. During the recent misunderstanding the union 
help were loyal and steadfast.”

This number of the Paper Trape JourNAL is unavoidably 
delayed because of labor troubles in practically all of the 
periodical and commercial printing establishments of New 
York City. For the same reason it has been necessary to 
print fewer pages in this number than ordinarily. This situ- 
ation is, of course, caused by circumstances over which the 
publishers have no control and they are therefore confident 
that they will have the indulgence of the trade while present 
conditions exist. It is hoped, however, that it will soon again 
be possible to issue the Paper TRADE JouRNAL with the accus- 


tomed punctuality and with the usual number of pages. 


Paper Exports Decrease 


Exports of paper and manufactures of paper for July, as 
compared with June, showed a decline of more than $3,000,C00. 
The figures which are the latest available and which have 
just been issued by the Department of Commerce at Wash- 
ington show some very interesting comparisons. The exports 
of paper and manufactures of paper for the month amounted 
to only $4,788,085 as compared with $7,891,623 for the pre- 
ceding month of June. The exports of paper and manufac- 
tures of paper for July also showed a decline as compared 
with July a year ago, the figures for the latter month being 
$5,000,232. The 
paper for the seven months ending with July amounted to 
$58,726,179 as compared with $29,035,196 for the same period 
in 1918 and $23,591,491 for 1917. 

The exports of news print showed a heavy decline both 
as compared with June and with July a year ago. The figures 
for July were $595,460, as compared with $850,859 for June 
and $1,184,320 for July a year ago.

The exports of news 
print for the seven months’ period ending with July amounted 
to $7,102,486, as compared with $4,991,849 for the same period 
in 1918 and $2,712,263 in 1917. 

The exports of writing paper and envelopes for July 
amounted to only $472,286, as compared with $1,217,854 for 
June and $538,426 for July of the previous year. The exports 
of writing paper and envelopes for the seven months’ period 
ending with July amounted to $10,335,252, as compared with 
$3,058,554 for the same period. in 1918 and $1,772,467 in 1917. 

The foreign sales of wrapping paper for July also showed a 
big decline. The exports for the month amounted to but 
$305,879, as compared with $643,113 for June and $474,036 
for July a year ago. The exports of wrapping paper for 
the seven months’ period ending with July amounted to 





$4,432,094, as compared with $2,720,306 for 1918 and $1,992,075 
for 1917. 

The exports of paper board and strawboard more nearly 
held their own than most other grades of paper. The foreign 
sale of this commodity for July amounted to $268,542, as 
compared with $366,564 for June and $231,877 for July a year 
ago. The exports of paper board and strawboard for the 
seven months’ period ending with July amounted to $3,136,414, 
as compared with $1,417,623 in 1918 and $1,142,624 in 1917. 

The exports of tissue and toilet paper declined considerably 
for the month, the figures amounting to but $86,914, as com- 
pared with $166,957 for June and $120,017 for July a year ago. 
The exports of this commodity for the seven months’ period 
ending with July amounted to $1,176,318, as compared with 
$605,112 for the same period in 1918,

The imports of mechanical pulp showed an increase as 
compared with June, but showed a decrease as compared with 
July a year ago. The figures for July amounted to $414,680, 
for June $365,375 and for July a year ago $462,969. The im- 
ports of mechanical pulp for the seven months’ period end- 
ing with July amounted to $2,185,286, as compared with 
$2,471,578 for the same period in 1918 and $4,734,230 in 1917. 

The imports of chemical pulp showed a considerable in- 
crease as compared with the preceding month of June, but 
showed a decrease as compared with July of last year. The 
figures for July amounted to $1,881,699, for June $1,359,839 
and for July a year ago to $2,197,825. The imports of chem- 
ical pulp for the seven months’ period ending with July 
amounted to $10,544,734, as compared with $12,975,663 for the 


same period in 1918 and $19,919,925 for 1917. 


Mew Express Packing Rules 
It will doubtless be a matter of news, of no little impor- 
tance to the trade, that the new express packing rules which 
have been approved by the United States Railroad Adminis- 
tration and go into effect on December 10, radically ‘change 
many of the previous regulations for preparing shipments for 
movement by express. 


Among the chief features of the new requirements is the 


rule which will make it necessary for shippers to use con- 
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tainers of wood or of fibreboard, pulpboard or corrugated 
strawboard of a specified test strength, for all shipments over 
25 pounds. This means that hereafter paper wrapping will 
only be permitted for packages up to the 25 pound limit. 
The new regulations have been fashioned after those long 
in vogue for the freight service and will, therefore, be fairly 
familiar to regular shippers. The rules will, however, require 
them to change their methods for forwarding express matter. 
In order to acquaint readers of the Paper Trape JouRNAL 
with the chief points of the new packing standards they are 
summarized in an article printed elsewhere in this issue.

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HOW TO USE DANGER SIGNS IN A PAPER MILL*

The subject on which I have been asked to prepare a paper 
admits of treatment from the viewpoint of common sense and 
observation. Since the signs which we place about our mills 
should be comprehended at a glance by a person of ordinary

First—it set the revellers thinking, and they worried quite a 
lot until they found out what it meant. Second—it appeared 
mysteriously in a good, conspicuous place, where everyone 
was bound to see it. So much for history; the two points 
as to its application we will consider later. 

The Safety Movement recommends safeguarding machin- 
ery, etc., but admits that this branch of the subject can only 
prevent one-third of the usual industrial accidents, Instruc- 
tion and co-operation of the workers must, therefore, prevent 
the other two-thirds of the accidents. 

There are certain danger points where it is impossible to 
have a policeman continuously on duty with a club, and it is 
equally impossible to have a safety inspector on duty 24 
hours a day. 
instead of impressing the instructions with a policeman’s 


In such places we must rely on signs, and 


club, the sign must be sufficiently striking and conspicuous 
to attain this end. 


Signs in Foreign Languages 


In regard to the language in which the sign is written— 
it is, no doubt, the effort of the people of the North Ameri- 
can continent to make English our universal language. How- 
ever, many foreign workmen are not familiar with it, and it 
is while they are still new to their surroundings that they 
are in greatest danger. In most cases a sign in two lan- 
guages besides English should be sufficient in any one mill 
In our own case in Eastern Canada, and the same is prob- 
ably true of the New England ‘States, about 90 per cent of 
those not familiar with English are French. In such locali- 
ties English and French signs will generally be found 
sufficient. 

To further express the meaning of a danger sign, it should 
embody certain standard colors or designs to express that 
idea. This plan has been wonderfully perfected in railroad 


signals, for instance. A switch-light or a semaphore arm 


describes conditions at its location by means of color, posi- 


tion, pattern or a combination of these, without a single 


word of explanation being printed upon them. So should 
our danger signs convey a meaning, even if the ‘observer 
cannot read, or does not understand the language in which 
the sign is written. For instance, fire equipment signs might 
be lettered in white on a bright red ground, danger points 
emblem in red and another

emblem referring especially to electrical hazards. For cau-

Signs for Employer’s Protection 
There is another class of sign to be considered—the ones 
placed for the employer’s protection. Take two examples, a 
railroad right-of-way is generally protected at crossings by a 
“No Trespassing” sign. Or again, there is a sign mounted 
on a certain machine “It is forbidden to oil this machine or 
to throw belts on or off while it is in motion.” Now there 
always will be a certain group of venturesome citizens, and 
they are usually of an energetic disposition, who conclude 
that signs are out of date and the methods 


these recom- 


mended are too slow. They are willing to take a chance, 
generally realizing that they are taking the full responsibility 
on their own shoulders. Unless we are 


prepared to carry 


out the above signs to the letter, that is, fine or imprison 
trespassers on the railroad track, and discharge the man who 
oils his machine while it is running, might we not better put 
these signs in more truthful form? We might say “All per- 
sons walking on the railroad property do so entirely at their 
own risk.” And the same thing might be addressed to the 
machine operator—he is doing it entirely at his own risk. 
He probably knows this when he sees the sign forbidding 
him oiling the machine while it is running. The question is— 
which sign will affect him most directly, to be forbidden to

Another group of danger signs are only displayed at cer- 
tain times. When a man goes into a boiler for repairs he 


hangs a “Danger, Man in Boiler” sign on the steam and 


blow-off valves. A lineman goes to work on a circuit, pro- 
tecting himself with a “Danger, Working on Line” sign hung 
on the open switch. 

A handy method of keeping such danger signs ready for 
immediate use is to have a pocket holding the sign set up 
at the point in question. When required, the sign is taken 
from the pocket and hung with a wire loop on the valve 
wheel or switch handle. 

When the hazard is great, and absolute security is demanded, 
as, for example, when men are charging acid towers, it is 
well, in addition to the danger sign, for the man in charge 
to lock the switch of the gas fan, and carry the key until the 
towers are again closed. 

\s to the materials used for danger signs—it seldom pays 
to paint a few words on a piece of tin or on a board. Per- 
manent signs, enamelled on steel plate, are a good invest- 
ment. They can always be cleaned to look like new, and are 
more likely to attract attention than a faded, poorly lettered,

The New York paper market, despite the labor difficulties, 
is still strong and active. Several grades of paper are prac- 
tically out of the market, especially newsprint and book 
papers, but if the present printers’ strike continues for any 
length of time it is expected that there will be a supply of 
book papers again on the market. 

Sulphite bonds are very strong just now, due largely to the 
fact that manufacturers are many hundreds of tons behind 
their contracts. One mill, which produces many tons of 
sulphite bond paper daily, is shut down, due to the labor 
situation, and many others are producing under difficultys 
Rag bonds are also very strong now, and in high demand, 
but there still is a sufficient output to supply the market. 

Book paper is practically out of the market, and what there 
is available for immediate delivery is going for very fancy 
prices. 

The newsprint situation is still very grave, and there seems 
to be no immediate relief. Supply is so limited that almost 
any price is being paid for it. 

Coarse and tissue papers are not in the serious situation 
that the other papers are in, but there is, nevertheless, a 
shortage, and prices are still high, and demand strong. 


Ground Wood 


There is practically no ground wood on the market. 
Reports of a few sales, at $40 the ton, have been received, 
but there is no large supply available. The shortage is due 
to the unprecedented demand for newsprint; manufacturers 
have contracted for nearly every pound that can be produced. 
Western ground wood is being shipped to the East, some 
shipments having come‘as far as from Oregon, but still the 
situation seems little improved. 


Chemical Pulp 


There is still a strong demand for chemical pulp, in any 
grade. Very little is being sold on spot delivery, but all that 
is offered is eagerly bought. Prices have strengthened a 
little, and the market is reported as active and as steady as 
the restricted supply allows. 


Rags 


Rags have fallen considerably during the past fortnight. 
The general opinion is that several small speculators have 
been forced to unload their supplies, causing a slight depres- 
sion in the market. Prices in most grades of rags have fallen 
a- little, but the decrease is expected to be only temporary. 
Shipments of rags are fairly large, and trade seems to be 
quite active. 


Old Ropes and Bagging 


Old ropes and bagging seem to be practically as strong 
as ever. There have been slight decreases in two or three 
grades of old ropes, but the market is, nevertheless, reported 
as strong as usual. Trade is active and shipments normal. 


Paper Stock 


Like rags, paper stock has fallen off in most grades. These 
decreases are due largely to over-speculation by small deal- 
ers. Steady business is being carried on, however, and ship- 
ments are reported nearly normal.

Bids for these items were opened on 
New Express Packing Rules 

Preparations are being made to put the new express pack- 
ing rules into effect on December 10, the date authorized by 
the United States Railroad Administration, which recently 
approved the new requirements. This is regarded by express 
traffic officials as one of the most effective steps taken to 
safeguard merchandise in transit by express since the unifi- 
cation of the various lines into the American Railway Ex- 
press Company, which is agent of the Government in han- 
dling the express business of the entire country. 

The new rules were put into effect to induce shippers to turn 
their business over to the carrier so that it can, with reasonable 
care on the part of the express company, be handled properly. 
The rules will not permit the use of paper wrapping for pack- 
ages over 25 pounds, nor of ordinary paper boxes, wrapped or 
unwrapped, when the weight of the contents is over that limit. 
For shipments over 25 pounds, wooden containers, or fibreboard, 
pulpboard or corrugated strawboard containers of specified test 
strengths, are required. 

This standardization of express rules will place the express 
service on the same basis as freight, so far as the character of 
the cartons used is concerned. In fact,.the new express rules 
were modelled on those of the railroads and require the same 
kind of containers, except that in the express service a wider 
latitude is permitted in the size of the carton used. The new 
regulations are embodied in Supplement No. 5, to Express Classi- 
fication No. 26, copies of which may be secured at any express 
office. 

The regulations were authorized by the Railroad Administra- 
tion to meet present-day conditions, when the express traffic has 
reached abnormal proportions without a substantial increase in 
the car facilities available for handling it. Express traffic super- 
visors are of the opinion that the stronger containers required 
will very perceptibly help to improve the express service and to 
protect the miscellaneous commodities shipped by express from 
damage or interference en route.

Miscellaneous Markets 


Office of the Paper Trapp JOURNAL, 
WEDNESDAY, October 8, 1919. 

The New York market is slightly more affected this week by 
the labor troubles than it was last week, but paper makers’ 
chemicals and supplies are still fairly steady, and a compara- 
tively strong demand is evident. 

ALUM.—tThere is apparently a steady demand for alum, as 
prices have remained stationary for several weeks. Alum is 
quoted at 4@4.25 for lump, and 4.25@4.50 for the powdered 
grade. p 

BLANC FIXE.—The blanc fixe market is still fairly strong, 
though not quite as steady as last week. Prices quoted are 
$40@50 the ton in pulp form, and 4.25@4.50 the pound for 
powdered blanc fixe. These prices are the same as those reported 
last week. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Bleach retains its strong prices 
this week, and no effect on the market has been evidenced this 
week. Quotations are the same as last week, 2.25@2.50 the 
pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—No change in the brimstone market occurred 
this week. Prices quoted are the same as last week, $18 for 
domestic use, and $20 for export being the prevailing quotations. 

CASEIN.—No changes in the casein market have occurred 
this week. The market is reported strong and steady, and ship- 
ments normal. Prices quoted are the same as last week, 14@15 
for second grade, and 16@17 for the best casein. Some casein 
has been sold for less, but the majority of the dealers are quoting 
these prices to the mill. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Trade in caustic soda this week is 
reported fairly good, with heavy shipments. No changes in 
prices have been reported, to-day’s quotation being 2.75@3.25 
f. o. b. makers, at a 60 per cent basis. 

CHINA CLAY.—Prices being quoted for china clay are the 
same as last week, crude domestic selling at 7.50@9.50, washed 
at the mine, 11@12, while foreign clays are not obtainable. 

ROSIN.—Rosin took a decided tumble this week, paper 
makers’ grades dropping as much as two dollars, due to the 
decrease in foreign demand, This week’s quotations for rosin 
are E, $17.00; F, $17.10, and G, $17.15. 

SODA ASH.—There is still a strong demand for soda ash, 
and trade is apparently as active as ever. Prices quoted are the 
same as last week. $1.90 in bags, and $2 in barrels. 

STARCH.—Starch is unaffected by the labor troubles, for the 
latest reports show that there is no change in the market. For 
carload lots, freight prepaid to New York City, the following 
quotations are made, 100 pounds: Pearl starch, in bags, $5.87; 
in barrels, $6.09. Powdered starch, in bags, $6.02; in barrels, 
$6.24. Finishing starch, in bags, $6.87. Crystal T. B. starch, No. 
90, fluidity (hand packed), in bags, $6.97; in barrels, $7.33. Crys- 
tal T, B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (machine packed), in bags, $6.92; 
in barrels, $7.18. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Demand for sulphate of 
alumina is still fairly strong and shipments heavy. Prices are 
1.70@1.90 for the commercial and 2.75@2.85 for the iron free 
grade. 

TALC.—There seems to be no decrease in the demand for 
talc, for dealers report that the prices and market are strong. 
Quotations are 16@16.50. 


Whitaker Buys Keogh & Rike Paper Co. 
Dayton, Oun10, October 6, 1919.—On the heels of the announce- 
ment that the Whitaker Paper Company had secured posses- 
sion of the Pittsburgh jobbing business of the Hartje-West 
Pennsylvania interests in Pittsburgh comes word that the 
business of the Keogh & Rike Paper Company, at 500 East 
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Third street, has also been merged into the big Cincinnati 
concern. 


This is the seventh house acquired by the Whitaker inter- 
ests in the past seven months. 

Consistent with their usual established custom, the Whita- 
ker people are said to have handled both these recent deals 
on a cash basis and with the expectation of retaining practi- 
cally the entire personnel of the companies thus acquired. 

The Keogh & Rike Paper Company is a well known paper 
jobbing house handling representative lines of fine and coarse 
papers in the city of Dayton. Its building is a modern four- 
story and basement structure with a railroad switch direct 
to the door. It has good elevators and is well equipped with 
machinery and appurtenances essential to a modern paper 
jobbing concern. 

Robert C. Shatsnider, who has been the Dayton represen- 
tative of the Whitaker Paper Company for some two years, 
is to become the manager of the new branch and with him 
will be associated R. N. Keogh, who comes over from the 
old concern bringing with him his former employees and 
associates of the sales department, office force and ware- 
house. 

The actual transfer of the business is scheduled for Octo 
ber 15. This will give the Whitaker interests fourteen cen- 
ters of distribution, each of which is operated essentially as 
a local concern, but all of which are governed by one policy, 
and handle essentially identical lines, many of which ar:
